HIGHLIGHTS OM THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON

Lesson on the above topic for 
Ju ne 8 is II Kings 22:1-23:30, the 
Memory 
Verse 
being 
Psalm 
119:34. “Give me u nderstanding 
and I shall k eep Thy law.”) 


“JOSIAH WAS eight years old 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned thirty and one years in 
Jeru salem . 
“And he did what was right in 
^ the eyes of Jehovah, and walk ed 
in all the way of David his father, 
and tu rned not aside to the right 
hand or to the left.” 
In ou r last lesson we read of 
H ezek iahs reign and how, on the 
whole, he brou ght the children of 
Israel back to the worship of Je­ 
hovah. A fter his death, Manasseh, 
his son, reigned in his stead and 
“he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord,” and u ndid the 
w or k of his father, setting u p 
Fidols and worshipping them, and 
all his people with him. When he 
died, after a long reign of 55 
years, his son, Amon, reigned. He 
followed in his father's footsteps, 
bu t only reigned two years when 
his servants revolted and k illed 
him in his own hou se, and Josiah 
reigned in his stead. 
In the 18th year of Josiah’s 
reign he sent Shaphan, the scribe, 
to the ru ined and neglected hou se 
| 0f the Lord to instru ct the high 
priest, Hilk iah, to mak e a com­ 
plete accou nt of the money that 
had been volu ntarily given by the 
people of Ju dah for repairing the 
temple, £ nd have it ex pended on 
the m any task s that so sorely 
needed doing, for carpenters and! 
masons. 
" 
Bo o k o f the Law Fou nd 
Hilk iah, the high priest, told 
Shaphan that he had fou nd the 
Jx >ok of the law in the hou se of 
che Lord, and gave it to him to 
read. 
Shaphan took it to the 
k ing and read it to him. When he 
heard the words in the book the 
k ing rent his clothes. He com­ 
manded Hilk iah, the priest, Ahi- 
k am, son of Shaphan, Achbor, the 
son of Michaiah, Shaphan the 
scribe, and the k ing’s servant, 
Asahiah, to “go and enqu ire of 
the Lord for me, and for the peo­ 
ple and for all Ju dah, concerning 
$ he words of this book that is 
fou nd: for great is the w rath of 
the Lord that is k indled against 
u s, becau se ou r fathers have not 
heark ened u nto the words of this 
book , to do according u nto all 
that which is written concerning 


So the men went to Hu ldah, 
the prophetess, wife of Shallu m, 
the son of Tik vah. the son of Har- 
haa, keeper of the wardro be, in 


Jeru salem , and they commu ned 
with her. 
Hu ldah told them that the Lord 
said He wou ld bring “evil u pon 
this place, and u pon the inhabi­ 
tants thereof, even all the words 
of the book which the k ing of 
Ju dah hath read.” 
However, the Lord had heard 
how Josiah had rent his clothes 
and hu mbled himself before ths 
Lord, and wept before Him, so He 
wou ld not visit the evil u pon the 
people du ring Josiah's lifetime. 
The men took the word to the 
k ing. 
The k ing then went u p in the 
hou se of the Lord “and all the 
men of Ju dah and all the inhab­ 
itants of Jeru salem with him, and 
the priests, and the prophets, and 
all the people, both great and 
small: and he read in their ears 
all the words of the book of the 
covenant which was fou nd in the 
hou se of the Lord.” 
Josiah Mak es Co v enant 
The k ing stood by a pillar and 
made a covenant before the Lord 
that he wou ld walk after Him and 
k eep His commandments and tes­ 
timonies and statu tes with all his 
heart and sou l, and perform the 
words of the covenant that were 
w ritten in the book . “And all the 
people stood to the covenant.” 
Then the k ing ordered all the 
images and idols and the places 
where they had been set u p and 
worshiped destroyed, and it was 
done, 
the altars were thrown 
down, the priests k illed and ev- 
'erything destroyed. 
Then King 
Josiah “commanded all the peo­ 
ple, saying, Keep the passover 
u nto the Lord you r God, as it is 
w ritten in the book of the cove­ 
nant. 
“Su rely there was not holden 
su ch a passdver from the days of 
the ju dges that ju dged Israel, .nor 
in the days of the k ings of Israel, 
nor of the k ings of Ju dah.” This 
also was in the 18th year of King 
Josiah’s reign. 
It was said of Josiah, “And lik e 
u nto him was there no k ing be­ 
fore him, that tu rned to the Lord 
with all his heart, and with all his 
sou l, and with all his might, ac­ 
cording to all the law of Moses; 


“ Seek ye first the Kingdom 
of God and His righteou sness, 
and all these things shall be 
added u nto you .” 
The p lace occu p ied by you r 
chu rch in you r com m u nity is 
high on the list of p laces to be 
k nown by you and you r fam ily 
and you r friends in the dis­ 
charge of you r civic and sp ir- I 


itu al resp onsibilities. 
The p ictu re shown

PENICILLIN is a great germ 
fighter but to be effective it must be 
bro ught into direct co ntact with the 
germs causing an infectio n and kept 
there lo ng eno ugh to kill them. In 
so me diseases this can be acco m­ 
plished by injecting penicillin into 
a muscle so that it can be taken up 
by the blo o d stream; in o thers the 
best metho d is to give it by mo uth. 
But where that very co mmo n 
tro uble-maker, sinus infectio n, is 
co ncerned penicillin do es no t wo rk 
well when given in either o f these 
ways. 
The nasal sinuses are air cham 
hers co nnected by tiny passageways 
with the no se. When they beco me 
infected, they are usually filled with 
germ-co ntaining mucus o r pus. 
Thus, penicillin in the blo o d canno t 
reach mo st o f the germs which are 
keeping the infectio n alive. 
Penicillin Spray 
It may be very useful in this dis­ 
o rder, ho wever, when breathed into 
the no se in the fo rm o f a spray. Ac­ 
co rding to Dr. Alvan L. Barach and 
his co -wo rkers, o f New Yo rk, a 
special apparatus is required to get 
the penicillin into the sinuses. What 
is necessary, is to drive the air o ut 
o f the sinuses befo re the penicillin 
spray la breathed in. The 
appa­ 
ratus which he suggests is co nnec­ 
ted with a tank arf o x y gen as wall 


as with an apparatus fo r pro ducing 
suctio n. 
In carrying o ut the treatment, the 
patient breathes in the penicillin 
spray. After two o r three breaths, 
during w’hich time the nasal pas­ 
sages beco me filled with the peni­ 
cillin spray, the suctio n is applied 
and the patient is asked to swallo w. 
Aa a result o f this treatment, the 
penicillin spray enters the vario us 
sinuses. 
Patients with chro nic sinus infec­ 
tio n, it is suggested, may be given a 
treatment fo ur times a day. In cases 
o f acute infectio n o f the sinuses, 
the treatment is carried o ut o nce 
daily. Of co urse, this treatment can 
be carried o ut o nly under the direc­ 
tio n o f a physician who is supplied 
with the pro per apparatus. 
Chro nic sinus infectio n pro duces 
such sympto ms as co ntinued nasal 
discharge, headache, and pains in 
the face. 
A definite diagno sis can usually 
be made by means o f an X-ray ex ­ 
aminatio n, a study o f the no se by 
the physician, and what is called 
transilluminatio n, which co nsists o f 
sho wing a light thro ugh the sinuses 
with the patient in a darkened 
ro o m. Any sinuses which appear 
clo udy o r thro ugh which the light 
do es no t pass, are pro bably infected. 
Once a definite diagno sis has been 
made, the physician will decide just 
whst treatment wo uld be W a.

HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON

Lesson on the above topic for 
June 8 is II Kings 22:1-23.30. the 
Memory 
Verse 
being 
Psalm 
119:34. "Give me understanding, 
and I shall keep Thy law.’’) 


"JOSIAH WAS eight years old 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned thirty and one years in 
Jerusalem. 
"And he did what was right in 
Albe eyes of Jehovah, and walked 
in all the way of David his father, 
and turned not aside to the right 
hand or to the left.” 
In our last lesson we read of 
Hezekiah's reign and how, on the 
whole, he brought the children of 
Israel back to the worship of Je­ 
hovah. After his death, Mar.asaeh, 
his son, reigned in his stead and 
"he did that which was evil rn the 
sight of the Lord.” and undid the 
work of his father, setting up 
Aldols and worshipping them, and 
all his people with him. When he 
died, after a long reign of 55 
years, his son, Amon, reigned. He 
followed in his father's footsteps, 
but only reigned two years when 
his servants revolted and killed 
him In his own house, and Josiah 
reigned in his stead. 
In the 18th year of Joslah’a 
reign he sent Shaphan. the scribe, 
to the ruined and neglected house 
|o f the Lord to instruct the high 
priest, HUkiah, to make a com­ 
plete account of the money that 
had been voluntarily given by the 
people of Judah for repairing the 
temple, Jnd have it expended on 
the many tasks that so sorely 
needed doing, for carpenters amli 
masons. 
Book of the Law Found 
Hilkiah, the high priest, told 
Shaphan that he had found the 
Jxx>k of the law in the house of 
*he Lord, and gave it to him to 
read. 
Shaphan took it to the 
king and read it to him. When he 
heard the words in the book the 
king rent his clothes. He com­ 
manded Hilkiah, the priest, Ahi- 
kam, eon of Shaphan, Achbor, the 
son of Michaiah, Shaphan the 
scribe, and the king’s servant, 
Aaahiah, to "go and enquire of 
the Lord for me, and for the peo­ 
ple and for all Judah, concerning 
w*ords of this book that is 
found: for great is the wrath of 
the Lord that is kindled against 
us, because our fathers have not 
hearkened unto the words of this 
[wok. to do according unto all 
:hat which is written concerning 
is.” 
So the men went to Huldah, 
he prophetess, wife (rf Shallum, 
he son of Tikvah. the son of Har- 
las. keeper of the wardrobe, in 


Jerusalem, and they communed 
with her. 
Huldah told them that the Lord 
said He would bring "evil upon 
this place, and upon the inhabit 
tarns thereof, even all the words 
of the book which the king of 
Judah hath read.” 
However, the Lord had heard 
how Josiah had rent his clothes 
and humbled himself before the 
Lord, and wept before Him, so He 
would not visit the evil upon the 
people during Josiahs lifetime. 
The men took the word to the 
king. 
The king then went up in the 
house of the Lord "and all the 
men of Judah and all the inhab­ 
itants of Jerusalem with him, and 
the priests, and the prophets, and 
all the people, both great and 
•mall; and he read In their ears 
all the words of the book of the 
covenant which was found in the 
house of the Lord.” 
Joeiah Makes Covenant 
The king stood by a pillar and 
made a covenant before the Lord 
that he would walk after Him and 
keep His commandments and tes­ 
timonies and statutes with all his 
heart and soul, and perform the 
words of the covenant that were 
written in the book. "And all the 
people stood to the covenant.” 
Then the king ordered all the 
images and idols and the places 
where they had been set up and 
worshiped destroyed, and it was 
done, the altars were thrown 
down, the priests killed and ev­ 
erything destroyed. 
Then King 
Josiah “commanded all the peo­ 
ple, saying. Keep the passover 
unto the Lord your God, as it is 
written in the book of the cove­ 
nant. 
“Surely there waa not holden 
such a passover from the days of 
the judges that Judged Israel,,nor 
in the days of th# kings of Israel, 
nor of the kings of Judah.” This 
also was In the 18th year of King 
Josiah s reign. 
It was said of Josiah, "And like 
unto him was there no king be­ 
fore him, that turned to the Lord 
w ith all his heart, and with all his

PENICILLIN is a great germ 
fighter but to be effective it must be 
brought into direct contact with the 
germs causing an infection and kept 
there long enough to kill them. In 
some diseases this can be accom­ 
plished by injecting penicillin into 
a muscle so that it can be taken up 
by the blood stream; in others the 
best method is to give it by mouth. 
But where that very common 
trouble-maker, sinus infection, is 
concerned penicillin does not work 
well when given in either of these 
ways. 
The nasal sinuses ara air cham 
hers connected by tiny passageways 
with the nose. When they become 
infected, they are usually filled with 
germ-containing mucus or pus. 
Thus, penicillin in the blood cannot 
reach moat of the germs which are 
keeping the infection alive. 
Penicillin Hpray 
It may be very useful in this dis­ 
order, however, when breathed into 
the nose in the form of a spray. Ac­ 
cording to Dr. Alvan L. Barach and 
his co-workers, of New York, a 
special apparatus is required to get 
the penicillin into the sinuses. What 
is necessary, is to drive th* air out 
of the sinuses before the penicillin 
spray is breathed ta. The appa­ 
ratus which he suggest* is connec­ 
ted with a tank el oxygen ae wtU 


suction. 
In carrying out the treatment, the 
patient breathes in the penicillin 
sprey. After two or three breaths, 
during which time the nasal pas­ 
sages become filled with the peni­ 
cillin sprey, the suction Is applied 
and the patient is asked to swallow. 
At a result of this treatment, the 
penicillin spray enters the various 
sinuses. 
Patients with chronic sinus infec­ 
tion, it is suggested, may be given a 
treatment four times a day. In eases 
of acute infection of the sinuses, 
the treatment is carried out once 
daily. Of course, this treatment can 
be carried out only under the direc­ 
tion of a physician who ie supplied 
with the proper apparatus. 
Chronic sinus infection produce* 
such symptoms as continued nasal 
discharge, headache, and pains in 
the face. 
A definite diagnosis can usually 
be made by means of an X-ray ex­ 
amination, a study of the nose by 
the physician, and what is called 
transillumination, which consists of 
showing a light through the sinuses 
with the patient in a darkened 
room. Any sinuses which appear 
cloudy or through which the light 
does not pass, are probably infected. 
Once a definite diagnosis has been 
made, the physician will decide just 
what treatment would be beat.
